Among the good works at Camp Meeker are Episcopal and Presbyterian churches; St. Dorothy’s Rest, which is a 
large, old-fashioned building, with wide verandas on three sides and a smaller cottage for boys. This institution cares for poor 
children of the bay cities who are unable to go out in the country. Also, there is a large, roomy house, neatly furnished, 
where tired and over-worked girls may come and rest free of charge, except for their own victuals, which they can cook. 
None are deprived the shelter on account of their religious belief, although the home is owned by the Episcopal Church, and 
presided over by Mrs. Nellie O. Lincoln and Miss Ammee Deturberville. The Young Woman’s Christian Association of 
Oakland also has a pleasant home at the Camp, where they may have a summer outing. The young men of the same associa- 
tion expect, in the near future, to own a home at the same Camp. The Woman’s Improvement Club of Camp Meeker can 
truly boast of the good work they are doing, and we say God bless and prosper them all in the good work they have 


undertaken.
